No Volunteers? 

Last Saturday I attended a Stewardship Conference in St. Paul, 
MN together with a few others from our diocese. One of the speakers 
said that he once spoke to a priest who said that he did not have any 
volunteers in his parish. The priest's comment startled him. How 
could he have no volunteers? The speaker joked by musing, "Could 
he be so hard to work with that no one would help?" 

The priest explained that there were lots of people involved in 
ministries, but none were volunteers. Because the image of a 
volunteer is someone who has little training and is uncommitted. 

Often they do not feel responsible. The point was well taken. Being a 
"volunteer" is not enough. Having said that, I am often amazed by 
the commitment and professionalism of many who serve in ministries. 
They give their whole heart. They're passionate about ministry. You 
could say that they are "on a mission.” 

Christ missioned us to proclaim the Gospel to the ends of the 
earth. "Go and make disciples of all nations.... Teach them to 
observe all the commands I gave you" (Mt. 28:19-20). The first 
Christians were zealous about "making disciples" because the love of 
Christ had captured their hearts. They were on fire with the power of 
the Risen Lord. 

They had no choice but to obey his command, "Love one 
another, as I have loved you" because Christ's merciful love inflamed 
their hearts. Earlier he told them, "I came to set the earth on fire, and 
how I wish it were already blazing" (Lk. 12:49). With the power of the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost, they were impelled to serve with the same 
fervor. 

Are you serving in ministry with the energy of a disciple caught 
up in the fire of Christ? Or do you feel worn down and 
unappreciated? Sometimes the latter is true. What can be done to 
reignite the fire? Remember that ministry is God's work, not merely 
our work. 

Sometimes we get in the habit of relying only on our strength, 
rather than being instruments of the Holy Spirit. Then we're doing 
"social work," rather than being on a mission for God and with God. 

A strong spiritual life is indispensable for ministry. Prayer is key, 
especially Scriptural prayer and being fed with the Eucharist. Then 
with St. Paul we will say, "The love of Christ impels us" (2 Cor. 5:14).
